DECLARATION  OF  FOLIC!: 

The  Workable  Program  for  Community  Improvement  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  the  official  plan  of  action 
toward  creating  a  better  environment  within  the  city.  Any  local  govern- 
ment which  wishes  to  benefit  from  Federal  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Programs  must  submit  such  a  program  annually  to  the  United  States  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency.  Certification  of  a  community  by  the  United  States 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  also  makes  its  citizens  eligible  for  certain 
types  of  home  mortgage  insurance.  But,  more  importantly,  we  in  San  Fran- 
cisco regard  the  Program  as  a  blueprint  by  which  we  may  plan,  organize  and 
coordinate  an  all-out  campaign  to  build  and  maintain  a  continually 
improving  city,  regardless  of  Federal  benefits. 

In  the  past  year  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  again  made 
significant  progress  towards  the  solution  of  its  housing  and  renewal 
problems.  However,  in  the  years  to  come,  the  pace  must  be  increased  so 
that  San  Francisco  may  do  its  share  toward  accomplishing  the  principal 
goal  of  Urban  Renewal — to  provide  "a  sound  home  in  a  decent  living 
environment  for  every  American  family."  The  major  vehicle  for  planning 
a  comprehensive  framework  for  such  actions  will  be  the  forthcoming 
Community  Renewal  Program. 

Below  are  summarized  community  objectives,  achievements  during  the  last 
year,  and  major  goals  for  the  coming  year.  These  statements  are  further 
detailed  in  the  body  of  the  text. 

COMMUNIT!  OBJECTIVES: 

The  many  specific  activities  which,  taken  together,  make  up  San  Francisco's 
total  urban  improvement  effort  are  based  on  certain  general  desires  of 
citizens  and  government  of  the  city.  These  desires  concerning  the  city's 
future  may  be  expressed  in  terms  of  community  objectives  such  as  the 
following: 

The  strengthening  of  the  economy  and  tax  base  of  the  City  to  assure 
continued  prosperity  and  a  high  level  of  services  for  all  its  citizens; 

The  provision  of  a  city  rich  in  the  amenities  of  urban  living,  including 
a  supply  of  good  housing,  balanced  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  who  choose 


to  live  in  the  City; 

The  achievement  of  the  best  quality  of  design  in  buildings  and  city  areas 
to  produce  an  environment  which  is  beautiful  and  takes  full  advantage  of 
San  Francisco's  natural  assets; 

The  encouragement  of  citizens  to  actively  participate  in  making  the 
decisions  which  so  greatly  affect  their  future. 

ACHIEVEMENTS  DURING  THE  PAST  YEAR: 

Perhaps  the  most  important  single  study  ever  made  regarding  the  future  of 
San  Francisco  will  soon  be  underway  as  a  result  of  the  approval  of  the 
Community  Renewal  Program  Application  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  This  two  year  Community  Renewal  Program  will  pool  the  abilities 
of  economists,  planners,  architects,  and  others  in  analyzing  the  entire  city 
as  it  exists  today,  investigating  its  needs,  planning  its  future,  and 
working  out  a  step-by-step  program  for  accomplishing  the  needed  improvements. 
(See:  Section  III-E) 

Moderate  priced  private  housing  is  being  planned  for  sites  which  have  been 
set  aside  in  the  Diamond  Heights  and  the  First  and  Second  Western  Addition 
Redevelopment  areas.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  also  approved  an 
allocation  to  plan  a  redevelopment  program  which  will  replace  temporary 
public  war  housing  at  Hunter's  Point  with  private  moderate-priced  housing. 
The  Redevelopment  Agency  has  sponsored  a  series  of  lectures  to  interest 
potential  sponsors  of  sach  developments.   (Sec.  VI-B). 

Even  as  efforts  have  been  broadened  to  create  a  new  supply  of  moderate- 
priced  housing,  an  intensified  campaign  is  underway  to  assure  that  the 
great  amount  of  housing  that  already  exists  at  all  price  ranges  will  be 
maintained  at  adequate  standards.  Significant  progress  has  been  made  in 
correcting  buildings  which  are  deficient  according  to  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Code.  Th<-  rate  of  official  notification  to  property  owners 
regarding  code  violations  has  increased  over  700^  in  the  last  two  years.  In 
the  same  period,  the  rate  of  actual  corrections  of  deficiencies  resulting 
from  official  notices  has  increased  over  1*00$.  The  rate  of  investment  in 
property  rehabilitation  in  conservation  areas  has  increased  1300$  since  the 
conservation  program  began.  Such  activities  have  produced  a  greatly 
increased  awareness  throughout  the  community  as  to  the  importance  of 
maintaining  housing  at  the  level  of  legal  standards.  (Sec.  IV-C) 

New  conservation  areas  have  been  designated  in  the  Glen  Park,  Great  Highway 
and  Nob  Hill  areas  of  San  Francisco  to  assure  these  older  sections  of  the 
city  will  be  kept  in  good  condition.  The  techniques  for  carrying  out 
conservation  programs  continue  to  be  improved,  (Sec.  III-C,  IV-C) 

More  effective  methods  have  been  employed  to  improve  the  program  of  annual 
inspections  of  apartment  houses  and  hotels.   (Sec.  IV-C) 

Federally  assisted  redevelopment  projects  are  in  the  construction  stage  in 
the  Golden  Gateway,  Diamond  Heights  and  Western  Addition  A-l.  Western 
Addition  Project  A-2  is  now  being  planned.  Under  study  are  projects  for 


South-of -Market  and  Hunter's  Point.   (Sec.  III-C) 

During  the  year  major  improvements  xvere  made  to  the  San  Francisco 
Building  and  Housing  Codes.  (Sec.  I-C,E) 

A  more  effective  procedure  for  prosecuting  serious  violators  of  Housing 
and  Building  Codes  has  been  proposed  and  presented  for  action  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  (Sec.  IV-C) 

As  part  of  the  effort  to  constantly  improve  techniques  for  carrying  out 
programs,  new  training  courses  were  held  for  inspectors.   (Sec.  IV-C) 

In  the  area  of  community  planning,  a  Downtown  Plan  was  begun,  a  transit 
plan  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  submission  to  the  voters 
for  a  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  bond  issue  in  November  1962,  a  City- 
Wide  Parking  Plan  was  adopted,  a  Northern  Waterfront  height  limit  was 
adopted  with  a  program  to  restudy  the  problem  for  more  flexible  controls, 
a  study  was  begun  of  a  possible  freeway  and  parkway  link  between  the 
existing  freeway  system  and  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge.  Various  plans  c£   the 
City  Planning  Department  are  being  implemented  by  the  authorized  agencies 
and  departments  of  the  City.   (Sec.  II) 

Subcommittees  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal  were  formed 
to  resolve  various  problems.   (Sec.  IV -A) 

A  new  procedure  has  been  introduced  which  will  help  greatly  to  prevent 
long-term  vacancies  in  authorized  Civil  Service  positions.  (Sec.  IV-B) 

New  positions  have  been  authorized  in  the  Departments  of  City  Planning 
and  Public  Health,   (Sec.  IV-B) 

Several  techniques  have  been  introduced  and  are  being  planned  to  assure 
that  families  who  must  be  displaced  because  of  public  actions  will  find 
adequate  housing.  The  Central  Family  Relocation  Service  of  the  Redevel- 
opment Agency  continues  to  offer  assistance,  at  the  City's  expense,  to 
families  and  individuals  who  must  be  relocated  because  of  Housing  Code 
enforcement  and  public  works  activities.  Relocation  services  resulting 
from  redevelopment  activities  are  paid  for  by  the  Federal  Government. 
The  Service  is  refining  its  techniques  and  is  working  closely  with  welfare 
agencies  in  the  programing  of  activities  to  ease  the  problems  that  can 
arise  during  the  relocation  process.  A  device  has  been  developed,  in 
conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board,  to  help  find  suitable 
relocation  housing  by  paying  "finders'  fees",  (Sec.  VT-B) 

Various  programs  are  underway  -which  are  aimed  at  assuring  the  availability 
of  housing  of  all  families  regardless  of  race.  (Sec.  7I-B,  VII-C) 

The  official  citizens'  advisory  group,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban 
Renewal  Association  (SPUR),  has  expanded  its  membership  and  activities 
greatly  during  the  year.  A  new  staff  position  has  been  created  to  direct 
a  neighborhood  relations  program.  The  S  cial  Planning  Department  of  the 
United  Community  Fund,  neighborhood  groups,  and  other  groups  interested 
in  the  relationship  between  urban  development  and  social  welfare  have  also 
begun  new  activities.  (Sec.  VII) 


Various  programs  of  such  organizations  as  the  San  Francisco  Program  for 
the  Aging  and  SPUR  use  foundation  and  private  funds  to  study  problems  of 
renewal,  development,  and  housing  and  to  institute  action  programs. 
(Sec.  V-B) 

The  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board  sponsored  an  important  study  of  the 
renewal  process.  The  study  was  made  by  the  Build  America  Better  Committee 
of  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards  and  is  now  being 
evaluated  by  city  officials  and  SPUR.  Many  of  its  recommendations  have 
already  been  put  into  effect.  (Sec.  IV-B) 

GOALS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR: 

The  Community  Renewal  Program  will  be  underway  and  will  first  concentrate 
on  recommending  improvements  in  the  administrative  organization  of  the 
City  as  it  relates  to  community  improvement  activities.  Where  feasible 
the  recommendations  will  be  put  into  effect  as  soon  as  possible  to 
eliminate  the  inefficiencies,  waste,  and  delays  which  have  resulted  from 
a  system  which  emphasizes  diffusion  of  control.  (Sec.  III-E,  IV-B) 

Moderate-priced  private  housing  will  be  built  in  the  Diamond  Heights  and 
First  Western  Addition  Redevelopment  areas.  Plans  will  be  further 
developed  for  a  large  number  of  such  units  in  the  Second  Western  Addition 
and  Hunters  Point  Projects.  (Sec.  VI-B) 

Additional  improvements  in  techniques  for  improving  housing  conditions 
will  include:  The  utilization  of  field  personnel  in  many  city  departments 
to  spot  Housing  Code  deficiencies;  the  enforcement  phase  of  the  revitalized 
annual  apartment  house  and  hotel  inspection  program;  a  new  training  course  in 
community  relations  for  inspection  personnel;  and  the  formulation  of  a 
property  record  system  with  electronic  data  processing  machinery.  (SecIV-C^F) 

The  three  new  conservation  areas  will  be  undergoing  complete  programs. 
(Sec.  HI-C) 

Plans  and  regulations  will  be  developed,  discussed,  and  evaluated  for 
adoption  concerning  the  Downtown,  the  Northern  Waterftont,  trafficways, 
transit,  schools,  police  facilities,  heliports,  revised  zoning  standards, 
sign  controls,  and  capital  improvtments.  (Sec.  II-J) 

Building,  Housing,  Plumbing  and  Electrical  Codes  and  Rules  will  be  reviewed 
on  a  continuing  basis  and  revision,  if  needed,  will  be  proposed  for 
adoption.  (Sec.  I-E,  F) 

To  help  ease  the  problems  experienced  by  some  families  who  are  forced  to 
leave  their  homes  because  of  urban  renewal,  code  enforcement,  public  works 
or  other  government  action,  the  San  Francisco  School  District,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Central  Family  Relocation  Service  and  the  Western  Addition 
District  Council  of  the  United  Community  Fund,  will  conduct  a  course  in 
home  economics  for  persons  about  to  be  relocated.  Other  techniques  to 
improve  rehousing  service  will  also  be  refined.  (Sec.  VI-B,F) 

Citizen  groups  will  increase  activities  to  speed  the  elimination  of  racial 
discrimination  in  housing.  Sec.  (VII-B) 


SPUR,   the  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Renewal  Association,  will 
increase  its  activities  as  a  non-partisan,   non-governmental   organization 
of  citizens  devoted  to  intelligent  city  planning  and  urban  renewal.     This 
will  be  done  through  expanded  information  programs,   through  a  new 
neighborhood  relations  program,  and  through  such  projects  as  that  designed 
to  improve  the  appearance  and  vitality  of  San  Francisco's  main  thoroughfare, 
Market  Street.     Other  groups  will  also  participate  in  certain  improvement 
activities,   including  advising  on  the  Community  Renewal  Program.    (Sec.  VII-F) 
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I—CODES  AND  ORDINANCES 

Objective;  To  assure  adequate  standards  of  health,  sanitation,  and  safety 
tlirough  a  comprehensive  system  of  codes  and  ordinances  which  state  the 
minimum  conditions  under  which  dwellings  may  lawfully  be  occupied.

San  Francisco  has  not  adopted  "Model  Codes"  as  such.  These  national 
standards  are  studied  and  their  provisions,  or  often  more  restrictive 
provisions,  are  adopted  into  codes  designed  to  fit  the  San  Francisco 
situation  in  regard  to  such  characteristics  as  density,  fire  hazards, 
and  earthquake  dangers. 

B.  GOALS  FOR  ADOPTION  OF  CODES  Sitf  FORTH  IN  THE  LAST  PROGRAM  SUBMISSION: 

Since  San  Francisco  has  a  full  set  of  modern  codes  controlling  building, 
housing,  and  related  areas,  there  were  no  goals  as  to  adoption  of  new 
codes  in  the  last  submission.  Codes  are  being  kept  up  to  date.  Dis- 
cussion of  recent  amendments  and  the  amendment  process  follow  in 
sections  I-C  and  I-E  below. 

C.  PAST  YEAR'S  WORK  OF  COMMITTEES  ESTABLISHED  FOR  CONTINUING  CODES  STUDY: 

During  the  1961-62  fiscal  year,  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code  and 
Housing  Code  underwent  major  amendments  which  were  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  supervisors.  The  strong  support  by  citizens'  groups  and 
industry  groups  for  the  amendments  probably  accounted,  in  large  part, 
for  the  relative  ease  with  which  these  amendments  were  adopted.  That 
support  was  engendered  by  a  system  of  extensive  consultations  between 
the  interested  groups  and  City  departments  represented  on  the  Code 
Subcommittee  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  es- 
pecially the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Department  of  Public 
Works . 

Following  a  year's  consultation  with  some  48  organizations  and  groups 
representing  the  building  industry  and  professions,  the  San  Francisco 
Building  Code  was  amended  on  an  overall  basis  for  the  first  time 
since  1956.  These  amendments  were  made  to  strengthen  the  code, 
putting  it  on  a  performance  basis  to  a  greater  degree  and  making  the 
oan  Francisco  Code  compatible  with  national  model  codes  in  many  res- 
pects. The  Ordinance  involved  182  revisions  of  the  Code.  Some  36 
of  these  revisions  are  more  restrictive  than  the  1956  Code;  some  58 
are  less  restrictive,  and  about  88  have  no  substantial  effect  on  the 
restrictiveness  in  either  way. 
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In  addition  to  the  code  work  within  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  ex- 
tensive work  was  done  on  California  Code  legislation  and  with  manu- 
facturing groups,  particularly  the  plastics  and  steel  industry,  and 
in  the  area  of  fire  testing  to  achieve  performance  standards  compat- 
ible with  the  level  of  safety  of  existing  codes  and  to  provide  the 
means  of  determining  the  acceptability  of  the  ever  increasing 
numbers  of  new  products  that  are  being  proposed  for  use  in  modern 
construction. 

Detailed  procedures  of  the  consultation  system  were  explained  in 
last  year's  Program  submission.

E.  HAS  lUi  COMMUNITY  MET  TH^  GOaLS  FOh  COlM1  REVIEW  SET  FORTH  IN  ITS 
LAST  SUBMISSION?  : 

The  major  goals  have  been  met  (see  below). 

PROGRxLSS  ON  GOALS: 

Both  the  Building  Code  and  Housing  Code  underwent  major  amendments. 

The  San  Francisco  Housing  Code  was  strengthened  and  many  requirements 
relative  to  existing  buildings  were  made  retroaotive  with  regard  to 
fire  safety  features.  Amongst  these  were  enclosure  of  vertical  shafts, 
sealing  of  corridor  transoms,  and  provision  of  certain  fire  fighting 
equipment.  In  addition,  other  requirements  relative  to  minimum  stan- 
dards were  similarly  made  retroactive. 

In  response  to  the  recognized  need  to  provide  adequate  cooking 
facilities,  and  thereby  minimize  displacement  of  single  persons, 
especially  single  elderly,  with  low  incomes,  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  in  collaboration  with  other  departments  represented  on  the 
Code  Subcommittee  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal, 
proposed  certain  changes  in  the  Housing  Code.  These  amendments  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  January,  1962.  They  permit 
the  controlled  installation  and  operation  of  community  kitchens  in 
hotels  which  need  them.  The  amendments  cover  such  matters  as  the 
location  and  size  of  community  kitchens,  ventilation,  nature  of  cook- 
ing equipment,  provisions  for  fire  safety,  sanitation  and  for  the 
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proper  disposal  of  garbage.  We  believe  that  these  amendments  provide 
a  practical  solution  to  this  problem,  set  up  the  neoessary  sanitary 
and  fire  safeguards,  and  satisfy  the  need  of  this  low  income  group  to 
prepare  their  own  meals,  and  to  live  better  and  more  happily.  As  the 
Code  Enforcement  and  Urban  Renewal  Programs  further  accelerate,  the 
value  of  this  amendment  will  prove  itself. 

The  major  areas  involved  in  the  amendments  to  the  Building  Code  in- 
clude incorporation  of  modern  design  requirements  for  earthquakes 
and  inolusion  of  several  new  structural  material  requirements  such  as 
pre-stressed  concrete  and  plastic  designed  steel.  The  fire  safety 
requirements  of  the  Code  were  re-written  in  keeping  with  national 
practice  and  to  improve  the  existing  facilities  requirements  of  the 
Code. 

The  Plumbing  Code  has  been  amended  only  in  regard  to  permit  fees. 
Complete  review  has  not  been  possible  due  to  higher  priority  commit- 
ments in  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection.  However,  it  is  realized 
that  an  entire  new  code  or  very  major  revisions  to  the  existing  code 
are  desirable  even  though  the  present  code  does  adequately  protect 
health,  safety  and  welfare,  Review  started  in  October,  1961,  and 
the  proposed  new  code  or  revisions  will  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  June,  1963. 

At  the  present  time  the  Electrical  Code  itself  is  not  being  reviewed 
but  supplementary  electrical  Installation  Rules  and  Orders  of  the 
electrical  Code  are  being  reviewed  by  the  Electrical  Division,  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection,  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  electrical 
industry.  The  Rules  and  trders  are  scheduled  for  presentation  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  December,  1962. 


F.   BRIEF  INDICATION  OF  NEW  GOaLS  THAT  HAVE  BEEN  ESTABLISHED  FOR  THE 
COMING  YEAR: 

The  building  Code  is  again  being  reviewed  and  is  scheduled  for 
submission  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  December,  1962. 

The  new  system  of  annual  review  of  all  construction  codes  will  be 
followed. 

The  Housing  Code  will  be  reviewed  at  least  once  in  every  two  years, 
though  no  major  new  retroactive  requirements  are  now  anticipated. 

Amendments  of  individual  sections  of  any  codes  will  be  processed 
ahead  of  the  annual  review  schedule  if  urgent  needs  develop. 

Administration  of  the  code  enforcement  programs  will  be  continually 
improved  within  the  existing  framework,  or  by  the  proposal  of  new 
code  changes,  or  even  Charter  changes  if  so  indicated  by  the  depart- 
ments involved,  the  Code  Subcommittee  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee 
on  Urban  Renewal,  or  the  forthcoming  Community  Renewal  Program. 
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I I -COMPREHENSIVE  COMMUNITY  PLAN 

Objective;   The  formulation  and  official  recognition  of  a  comprehensive 
general  plan  for  the  community  as  a  whole.

HAS  THE  COMMUNITY  MET  THE  GOALS  FOR  THE  ADOPTION  OR  APPROVAL  OF  THE 
ITEMS  SET  FORTH  IN  ITS  LAST  SUBMISSIONS?: 

Partially. 

WHAT  PROGRESS  WAS  MADE  AND  WHY  SUCH  GOALS  WERE  NOT  MET: 

Transit  Plan,  adoption.   The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  submitted 
its  final  transit  proposal  to  the  City  on  May  24,  1962.   On  June  28th 
the  City  Planning  Commission  approved  the  District  proposals  as  they 
affected  San  Francisco.   On  June  29th  the  Transportation  Technical 
Committee  and  the  Mayor's  Transportation  Council  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  both  approved  the  District  proposals. 

The  Plan  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  a 
public  hearing  on  July  9  for  submission  to  the  voters  of  the  Transit 
District  in  November.  Local  surface  transit  in  the  Downtown  area  is 
under  study  in  the  Downtown  Plan  preparation. 

Parking  Plan,  adoption.  A  City-Wide  Parking  Plan  was  adopted  by  the 
City  Planning  Commission  on  January  11,  1962. 
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Downtown  Plan,  preparation.   In  January  1962,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  contractual  as- 
sistance in  the  preparation  of  a  Downtown  Plan   After  a  series  of 
interviews  of  interested  planners  and  architects,  the  City  Planning 
Commission  in  May,  1962  appointed  Mr.  Mario  Ciarapi,  FAIA  ,as  architec- 
tural consultant  to  assist  the  staff  in  the  preparation  of  a  Downtown 
Plan.   The  staff,  since  the  latter  part  of  1961,  has  been  engaged  in 
economic  studies,  including  investment  changes  and  changes  in  function- 
al locations,  in  the  downtown  area.  Transit,  traffic  and  other  cir- 
culatory systems  are  also  under  study  by  the  staff.  A  Downtown  Citi- 
zen's Advisory  Committee  has  been  set  up  and  a  technical  committee 
composed  of  technical  representatives  of  the  various  City,  State  and 
Regional  agencies  involved  in  Downtown  Planning  has  been  presented 
with  the  preliminary  planning  concepts  cf  the  staff.  The  publication 
of  a  Downtown  Plan  report  is  scheduled  for  June  of  1963  with  adoption 
of  a  Downtown  Plan  by  the  Planning  Commission  later  that  year. 

The  School  Location  Plan  and  the  Police  Facilities  Plan,  based  on 
studies  carried  on  by  the  staff  of  the  Planning  Department  in  previous 
years,  have  not  been  submitted  to  the  Planning  Commission  for  adoption 
pending  policy  decisions  to  be  made  by  the  School  District  and  the 
Police  Department  in  respect  to  the  development  of  new  facilities. 

(See:  Section  II- J) 
Sign  Control  Ordinance.  A  preliminary  draft  of  a  sign  control  ordi- 
nance was  completed  by  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning. 
The  Sign  Control  Committee  of  the  Commission  held  hearings  on  this 
draft  with  interested  and  affected  groups,  both  opponents  and  pro- 
ponents of  the  legislation.   On  the  basis  of  these  meetings  further 
draft  revisions  will  be  made  and  the  ordinance  will  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Attorney  for  legal  analysis.   It  will  be  the  subject  of  public 
hearings  by  the  Commission  prior  to  formal  submission  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  adoption. 

Capital  Improvements  Program.  The  Department  of  City  Planning  pre- 
pared and  published  the  Annual  Capital  Improvement  review  and  program 
as  required  by  Charter.  The  program  covers  the  years  1962  -  68,  and 
was  published  in  July  1962. 

Northern  Waterfront  Study.  The  Department  of  City  Planning  made  an 
analysis  of  proposals  for  height  control  and  building  placement  in 
the  Northern  Waterfront  Area.  At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, these  studies  will  be  continued.   On  May  7,  1962,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  approved  a  40  foot  height  limit  district  in  the  North- 
ern Waterfront  Area  with  the  proviso  that  the  Department  of  City  Plan- 
ning "make  a  comprehensive  planning  study  of  the  Northern  Waterfront 
Area  before  June  1,  1963  and  that  thereafter  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission conduct  hearings  on  the  Department's  resulting  report  and 
findings  and  submit  prior  to  October  1,  1963,  its  recommendations 
based  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  its  consideration." 

Heliport  Study.   No  progress  was  made  on  up-dating  and  revising  this 
earlier  study  for  publication  because  of  higher  priority  work  program 
items.  The  study  is  scheduled  in  the  present  work  program. 

Zoning  Analysis,  R-3  districts.  The  Department  of  City  Planning  under- 
took a  study  of  the  standards  of  the  R-2  and  R-3  districts  in  the  Plan- 
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ning  Code.  Changes  in  the  Planning  Code  that  would  improve  the  liv- 
ability  and  appearance  of  small  apartment  buildings  over  what  is  being 
constructed  under  the  present  standards,  will  be  recommended  in  a  re- 
port to  be  published  in  October  1962.

F.   HAS  THE  COMMUNITY  MET  THE  GOALS  FOR  PLAN  REVIEW  SET  FORTH  IN  ITS  LAST 
SUBMISSION?: 

Partially. 

Trafficways  Plan,  amendment.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  made  a 
study  during  1961-1962  indicating  those  changes  that  would  be  required 
in  the  existing  street  pattern  to  accommodate  vehicular  traffic  if  the 
recommendations  of  the  Trafficways  Reappraisal  Study,  published  in  1960, 
were  unacceptable  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Board  of  Super- 
visors, in  June  1962,  approved  studies,  to  be  carried  on  jointly  by  the 
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State  Division  of  Highways  and  the  City  Departments,  of  two  alternate 
routes  connecting  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  the  Central  Freeway.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  disapproved  any  further  study  being  given  to  a 
Western  Freeway  Route,  recommended  in  the  Trafficways  Reappraisal 
Report. 


DESCRIBE  THE  WAYS  IN  WHICH  OTHER  AGENCIES  OF  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  HAVE 
IMPLEMENTED  THE  PLANS  AND  POLICIES  DEVELOPED  BY  THE  PLANNING  AGENCY: 

The  Urban  Renewal  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  con- 
tinued to  carry  out  and  expand  the  Conservation  Area  Program  on  the 
basis  of  the  City  Wide  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

The  South  of  Market  Redevelopment  Area  was  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Western  Addition  A-2  project  area  Preliminary  Plan 
was  adopted  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  the  basis  of  the  City  Wide 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.   On  this  same  basis  an  additional  block  was  added 
to  the  Golden  Gateway  Project  Area. 

New  Public  Libraries  in  the  Excelsior  District  and  the  Western  Addition 
were  programmed  for  construction  at  a  cost  of  $400,000,  on  the  basis  of 
the  Library  Location  Plan. 

New  park  and  recreation  projects  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street,  the 
Marina  Yacht  Harbor,  Sunnyside  Playground,  Fort  Funston  and  in  the 
Western  Addition  and  Diamond  Heights  redevelopment  areas  were  pro- 
grammed on  the  basis  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Area  Location  Plan. 

The  Fire  Department  is  continuing  its  program  of  new  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  older  facilities  on  the  basis  of  the  Firehouse  Lo- 
cation Plan.  New  stations  are  programmed  for  Diamond  Heights  and  in 
the  Islais  Creek  Industrial  area. 

The  City  Planning  Commission  has  reviewed  sites  submitted  by  the  Park- 
ing Authority  for  the  Neighborhood  Shopping  Districts  Parking  Program 
on  the  basis  of  the  recently  adopted  City  Wide  Parking  Plan. 

The  Annual  Capital  Improvement  Review  and  Program  continues  to  serve 
as  a  guide  to  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Controller 
in  the  allocation  of  funds  for  Capital  Investments  for  all  city  depart- 
ments and  agencies.

INDICATE  THE  KIND  OF  TECHNICAL  HELP  PROVIDED; 

The  resident  staff  consisted  in  July  1962  of  10  permanent  professiona 
positions  in  the  Planning  Division,  12  permanent  and  3  temporary  pro- 
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fessional  positions  in  the  Zoning  Division,  and  six  draftsmen.   In 
addition  there  were  eight  permanent  clerical  positions  and  four  ad- 
ministrative personnel  including  the  Director,  Assistant  Director, 
Zoning  Administrator  and  Secretary  to  the  Commission. 

In  addition,  the  Department  of  City  Planning  was  given  a  supplemental 
appropriation  of  $25,000  for  contractual  assistance  in  the  preparation 
of  a  Downtown  Plan.  The  money  is  being  used  to  obtain  the  services  of 
an  architect  to  assist  the  staff  in  the  preparation  of  this  plan.

INTO  EFFECT: 

Budget  approval  was  gained  for  one  (1)  additional  permanent  profession- 
al position,  approved  for  the  Zoning  Division.  (See  also  Section  IV-B) 
This  position  will  be  filled  from  current  civil  service  eligibility 
lists  by  September  1,  1962. 


J.   NEW  GOALS  ESTABLISHED  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR: 

Trafficways  Plan,  amendment.  A  joint  study  by  the  State  Division  of 
Highways  and  the  City  Planning  Department  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  be  carried  out 
during  the  1962-63  period  to  determine  the  best  location  for  a  freeway 
route  connecting  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  the  Central  Freeway  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Civic  Center.  The  Trafficways  Plan  will  be  amended 
following  the  completion  of  this  study. 

Transit  Plan,  adoption.  This  plan  will  be  based  on  the  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District  proposals  for  rapid  transit  facilities  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  will  include  proposals  for  adjusting  local  transit  routes  to 
the  proposed  Rapid  Transit  District  pattern.   The  work  is  to  be  done  by 
members  of  the  Planning  Division  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
with  Technical  assistance  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Municipal  Railway.  This  plan  will  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Com- 
mission for  adoption  during  the  fiscal  year  1962-63. 

Downtown  Plan,  preparation.  This  plan  will  be  carried  out  by  members 
of  the  Planning  Division  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  by 
architectural  consultants  to  the  Department.   Plan  publication  and  sub- 
sequent submission  of  the  plan  for  adoption  by  the  Planning  Commission 
will  take  place  in  1963. 

School  Location  Plan,  adoption.  This  plan,  based  on  studies  already 
carried  out  by  the  Planning  Division  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning, 
will  be  revised  and  up-dated,  where  necessary,  and  submitted  for  adop- 
tion to  the  Planning  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year  1962-63. 

Police  Facilities  Location  Plan,  adoption.   This  plan,  based  on  studies 
already  carried  out  by  the  Planning  Division  of  the  Department  of  City 
Planning,  will  be  submitted  for  adoption  to  the  Planning  Commission 
during  the  fiscal  year  1962-63. 

Sign  Control  Ordinance.  Work  on  a  draft  for  a  Sign  Control  Ordinance 
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has  been  carried  out  by  the  Planning  Division  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  1961-62,  and  the  further  review  and  refinement  of  this  material 
will  be  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning,  on  the 
basis  of  a  review  of  the  proposed  ordinance  by  the  Planning  Commission 
with  interested  parties.   The  ordinance  will  be  submitted  by  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  adoption  during  the 
fiscal  year  1962-63. 

Capital  Improvements  Program.   The  Department  of  City  Planning  will 
prepare  and  publish  the  annual  Capital  Improvement  review  and  program 
as  required  by  Charter.   This  program  will  cover  the  years  1963-69, 
and  will  be  published  in  July  1963. 

Northern  Waterfront  Study.   The  Department  of  City  Planning  will  con- 
tinue studies  to  determine  the  future  development  of  the  northern 
waterfront  from  the  Presidio  to  the  Embarcadero  at  Broadway  in  the 
light  of  the  recent  height  controversy.   These  studies  will  lead  to 
plan  recommendations  which  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  October  1,  1963. 

Heliport  Study.   A  study  was  undertaken  by  the  Planning  Division 
several  years  ago  but  was  not  published.   The  study  will  be  up-dated 
and  revised  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  assessing  proposed  heliport  lo- 
cations . 

Zoning  Analysis,  R-3  districts.   On  the  basis  of  the  study  carried  out 
in  1961-62,  a  report  and  recommendations  for  changes  in  the  Planning 
Code  will  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Commission  for  its  consideration 
and  possible  forwarding  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  adoption  during 
1962-63.

B.   PROGRESS  AND  NEW  GOALS! 

The  Report,  "Housing  and  Neighborhood  Conditions  in  San  Francisco,  a 
classification  of  areas  for  urban  renewal",  was  published  in  September, 
1955.   Following  this,  all  of  the  residential  Planning  Areas  in  the 
city  were  analyzed  in  detail  and  a  development  plan  was  completed  for 
each.  A  City  Wide  Urban  Renewal  Plan  was  officially  adopted  in  May, 
1960.   It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  to  re- 
vise these  analyses  as  part  of  the  Community  Renewal  Program,  on  the 
basis  of  data  to  be  gathered  during  the  course  of  the  study. 

A  "Population  and  Housing  Analysis"  based  on  the  1960  census  was  pub- 
lished in  March,  1962. 

The  revised  application  for  a  Community  Renewal  Program  Study  grant  was 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  June,  1962  and  was  submitted  to 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  review  and  approval  in  that  same 
month. 


C.   PROGRESS  ON  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  ELIMINATION  AND  PREVENTION  OF  SLUMS  AND 
BLIGHT: 

The  Preliminary  Plan  for  Western  Addition  Project  Area  A-2  was  adopted 
by  the  Planning  Commission  on  December  21,  1961.  A  Planning  grant  for 
this  area  was  approved  by  the  HHFA  and  planning  studies  are  under  way 
by  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  assisted  by  the  Department  of  City  Plan- 
ning and  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Engineering. 

The  South  of  Market  Redevelopment  Area  D-l  was  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  on  December  15,  1961.  A  planning  grant  application  was 
submitted  to  the  HHFA  in  December,  1961  and  approved  in  May,  1962. 

The  Area  E,  designated  Redevelopment  area  was  enlarged  by  action  of  the 
Board  df  Supervisors  on  February  5,  1962  and  the  Preliminary  Plan  was 
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amended  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  May  3,  1962.   Construction  on 
the  first  of  the  residential  portions  of  the  project  was  begun  in 
August,  1962. 

Continuing  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Western  Addition  and  Diamond 
Heights  approved  redevelopment  projects.   Considerable  new  construc- 
tion is  under  way  in  both  projects. 

The  Conservation  Program  has  been  extended  with  new  areas  designated 
as  follows: 

Glen  Park  Conservation  Area August  1962

D.   FURTHER  USE  OF  DATA  IN  DEVELOPING  SPECIFIC  PROGRAMS  FOR  ELIMINATION  AND 
PREVENTION  OF  BLIGHT; 

Data  gathered  in  the  preparation  of  the  Planning  Area  Studies  (see 
previous  Workable  Program  submissions)  will  be  made  use  of  in  the  Com- 
munity Renewal  Program  Study. 


PROGRESS  ON  COMMUNITY -WIDE  PROGRAMMING  OF  RENEWAL  ACTIVITIES; 

The  two  year  Community  Renewal  Program  study  will  provide  the  city 
with  an  analysis  of  the  over-all  conditions  of  blight  and  renewal  in 
the  city.   This  study  will  result  in  a  detailed  program  of  renewal,  a 
priority  system  and  an  estimate  of  resources  needed  to  accomplish  the 
program.   The  study  will  be  undertaken  on  the  basis  of  an  operations 
research  analysis  and  data  processing  methods  that  will  enable  the 
city  to  keep  its  program  current.   (See  Community  Randal  Program 
Application  for  detailed  statement  of  procedures  and  work  program.) 

In  addition,  the  Capital  Improvement  Program  has  been  refined  in  order 
to  bring  it  into  closer  relation  to  and  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  the 
scheduling  of  future  redevelopment,  conservation  and  reconditioning 
projects . 
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IV  -  ARfffiKISTRATIVE  ORGANIZATION 


Objective:  To  identify  and  establish  the  administrative  responsibility 
and  capacity  for  carrying  out  overall  Program  for  Community  Improvement 
activities  and  for  the  enforcement  of  codes  and  ordinances. 

A.  COORDINATION.   CHANGES  SINCE  LAST  SUBMISSION  IN  THE  WAY  IN  WHICH  THE 
COMMUNITY'S  OVERALL  PROGRAM  FOR  COMMUNITY  IMPROVEMENT  IS  BEING  CO- 
ORDINATED: 

Basic  coordination  techniques  involving  the  Inter  Agency  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal,  its  Subcommittees,  and  the  Urban  Renewal  Coordinator 
continue  as  last  year. 

As  particular  problems  come  into  focus,  special  committees  have  been 
formed  to  solve  them.  Of  special  interest  are  the  committees  concerned 
with  public  facilities  which  might  be  built  in  or  near  urban  renewal 
areas.   These  include  committees  on  the  Fire  Department  Headquarters 
Building,  the  Harbor  Emergency  Hospital,  the  use  of  Water  Department 
lots  in  Visitacion  Valley,  and  the  Ferry  Building  Park.   The  last 
committee  includes  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Authority  and  the  California  Department  of  Highways  which  are  State 
agencies  as  well  as  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and 
various  City  departments. 

B.  PROGRESS  MADE  DURING  THE  PAST  YEAR  IN  STRENGTHENING  ANY  WEAK  SPOTS-- 
INSUFFICIENT  STAFF,  INEFFECTIVE  PROCEDURES --IN  THE  COMMUNITY'S 
ADMINISTRATIVE  ORGANIZATION  FOR  CARRYING  OUT  THE  PROGRAM: 

The  most  important  action  taken  to  strengthen  administrative 
organization  and,  indeed,  the  entire  renewal  process  was  the  appro- 
val by  the  City  of  an  application  to  HHFA  for  a  matching  grant  to 
conduct  a  Community  Renewal  Program.   (Resolution  No.  323-62 ;   June 
13,  1962). 

The  Build  America  Better  Committee  of  the  National  Association  of 
Real  Estate  Boards  published  a  report  in  March,  1962,  entitled 
"Practical  Urban  Renewal  in  San  Francisco."  This  report  was  based 
on  an  appraisal  of  San  Francisco's  renewal  efforts  made  by  a  team 
of  the  Committee  in  a  personal  investigation  in  January.   The  report 
is  highly  complimentary  to  the  City,  the  dedication  of  its  public 
officials,  and  the  operations  of  certain  functions,  especially  the 
Inter  Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  the  Redevelopment  Agency, 
and  the  Urban  Renewal  Division,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
Department  of  Public  Works.  Most  importantly,  the  report  makes 
thirty  recommendations  concerning  priority  for  renewal  activities, 
emphasis  on  rehabilitation,  provision  of  middle  income  housing, 
creation  of  a  Department  of  Building  and  Housing,  establishment  of 
a  Housing  Court,  strengthening  of  the  planned  area  inspection  pro- 
gram, speeding  of  permit  processing,  cooperation  of  the  San 
Francisco  Real  Estate  Board  in  relocation  efforts,  and  other  advice 
for  improving  procedures  for  maintaining  a  sound  city.   Some  of  the 
recommendations  have  already  been  put  in  effect.   Others  are  to  be 
detailed  in  the  Community  Renewal  Program.  Many  are  still  being 
studied  by  the  Inter  Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal. 
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New  regulations  have  been  put  into  effect  which  will  greatly  speed 
the  hiring  of  personnel  to  fill  available  positions.  The  Civil 
Service  Commission  may,  and  does,  delegate  to  the  employing 
departments  the  administration  of  Limited  Tenutre  appointment 
procedures  when  no  permanent  Civil  Service  list  of  eligibles 
exists.  This  helps  to  keep  positions  filled  at  all  times  and 
allows  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  concentrate  on  establishing 
permanent  lists  more  rapidly. 

The  Department  of  City  Planning  received  one  new  permanent 
Assistant  City  Planner  (Zoning)  position  and  an  additional  one-half 
technician  equivalent  (three  persons  who  were  budgeted  last  year 
for  10  months  each  are  now  budgeted  for  12  months-30  months  have 
increased  to  36  months).  A  further  improvement  was  made  by 
substituting  one  clerical  position  with  an  Assistant  City  Planner 
position. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  has  received  one  new  Inspector 
position^,  part  of  whose  time  is  spent  on  housing  inspections. 

The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Department  of  Public  Works  did 
not  receive  its  requested  additional  positions.  All  basic 
inspectors  now  permanently  assigned  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Division 
of  this  Bureau  have  been  classified  Building  Inspectors.   The 
three  Food  and  Environmental  Health  Inspectors  who  remain  in  the 
Division  are  on  loan  from  the  Department  of  Dublic  Health.  One 
Fire  Inspector  remains  on  loan  from  the  Fire  Department, 


C.  CODE  ENFORCEMENT,  (a)  CHANGES  31}  IE  THE  LAST  SUBMISSION  IN  CODE 

ENFORCEMENT  TECHNIQUES  AND  (b)  PLANS  FOR  IMPROVING  THE  CODE 

PROGRAM,  INCLUDING  THE  TIME  SCHEDULE  FOR  PUTTING  SUCH 
PLANS  INTO  EFFECT: 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  in  Housing  Code  enforcement 
under  three  basic  types  of  programs:   (1)  planned-area  or  conserva- 
tion programs,  (2)  complaint  programs,  and  (3)  annual  inspection 
of  apartment  houses  and  hotels.  Comparison  with  statistics  of 
last  year  and  the  year  before  reveals  that:   Official  written 
notification  to  property  owners  about  Housing  Code  violations  in 
the  combined  programs  has  increased  more  than  2\   times  in  the 
last  year  and.  over  7  times  the  rate  of  two  years  ago  (1961-62: 
U071J  1960-61 :  1578 ;  1959:  579).  In  the  same  periods  the  number 
of  buildings  rehabilitated  or  eliminated  because  of  notices  has 
almost  doubled  over  last  year's  rate  and  increased  over  h   times 
the  rate  of  two  years  ago  (1961-62:  l563j  1960-6l:8i|8j  1959:  369). 
The  number  of  dwelling  units  rehabilitated  or  corrected  under  these 
programs  has  more  than  doubled  in  the  last  year  (1961-62:  9702; 
1960-61 :  n69U;  statistics  not  compiled  previously).  As  would  be 
expected,  there  is  a  time  lag  between  an  increased  rate  of 
notifying  property  owners,  and  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  corrections 
actually  completed.  While  the  improvements  are  most  substantial, 
it  is  recognized  that  an  even  more  effective  program  should  result 
when  the  recommendations  of  the  forthcoming  Community  Renewal 
Program  concerning  code  administration  are  put  into  effect. 
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While  there  is  no  documented  evidence  as  yet,  persons  familiar 
with  the  local  real  estate  situation  report  that  there  is  a 
rapidly  growing  awareness  on  the  part  of  property  owners  and 
real  estate  agents  throughout  the  community  as  to  what  constitutes 
a  legal  building  and  dwelling  unit.   Thus  the  enforcement  programs 
and  the  Report  of  Residential  Record  program  have  probably  caused 
a  rehabilitation  of  residential  property  far  beyond  the  amount 
recorded  by  the  programs  themselves. 

The  most  important  step  for  improving  the  code  enforcement  program 
will  result  from  a  special  study  to  be  undertaken  during  the  first 
six  months  of  the  forthcoming  Community  Renewal  Program.  This 
study  into  the  administration  of  renewal  will  make  a  detailed 
investigation  of  methods  for  achieving  the  goal  recommended  by  the 
Build  America  Better  Committee-,  namely:   "establishment  of  a  new 
Department  of  Building  and  Housing  Inspection  to  be  responsible 
for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  the  Housing  and 
Building  Codes  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco".  It  is 
anticipated  that  major  changes  recommended  will  require  two  to 
four  months  to  put  into  effect  after  this  six  month  study  is 
completed.  Any  Charter  revisions  indicated  as  needed  will  be 
proposed  for  placement  on  the  next  ballot. 

The  Code  Subcommittee  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal  has  continued  to  guide  procedures  by  which  actions  of  the 
various  departments  are  brought  into  closer  harmony  and  a 
uniformity  in  code  interpretations  and  methods  for  enforcement  are 
achieved.  Among  the  actions  taken  by  the  Subcommittee  since  the 
last  Program  submission  were: 

Formulation  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Municipal  Code,  by 
the  representative  of   the  City  Attorney,  which  allows  the 
arrest  of  violators  of  the  Housing  Code,  Building  Code,  or  any 
other  portion  of  the  Municipal  Code  to  be  arrested  without 
being  immediately  taken  before  a  magistrate  and  booked.  This 
provision  will  make  it  much  easier  to  use  criminal  procedures 
against  code  violators.  The  amendment  has  been  recommended 
by  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  has  been  presented  for 
action  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

A  system  has  been  devised  for  utilizing  over  UOO  City  field 
personnel  in  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  the  Public  Health 
Nursing  staff,  the  Juvenile  Probation  Department,  and  the 
Adult  Probation  Department,  to  report  observed  substandard 
housing  conditions  to  the  departments  empowered  to  enforce  the 
Housing  Code.  The  system,  which  involves  a  simple  check-list 
of  possible  violations,  will  be  put  into  effect  by  November, 
1962,  All  departments  have  promised  their  cooperation. 

The  causes  for  delays  in  the  issuing  of  building  permits  have 
been  investigated  and  are  being  eliminated. 

Training  courses  for  inspectors  have  been  conducted  in  urban 
renewal  orientation,  organization  of  the  City  Government, 
code  enforcement  policy  and  code  amendments. 
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A  new  training  course  for  inspectors  in  the  community  relations 
aspects  of  code  .     ■   int  is  being  devised  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Civil  Service  Department  for  presentation  beginning 
befora  January j  1963. 

Other  recommendations  and  methods  used  elsewhere  continue  to  be 
studied  and  applied  where  found  to  be  relevant  to  the  attain- 
ment of  a  better  system  for  maintaining  adequate  standards  in 
housing. 

The  Department  of  public  Health,  February,  1962,  began  to  distrib- 
ute the  new  check-list  forms  mentioned  in  last  year's  Program. 
This  is  an  entirely  new  enforcement  procedure  which  seems  to  be 
working  very  well.   By  December,  1962,  every  owner  of  an 
apartment  house  or  hotel  that  is  disapproved  for  a  Permit  of 
Occupancy  will  be  notified  by  the  form  of  the  basic  reasons  for 

the  disapproval,,  By   the  time  he  has  received  a  building  permit  to 
correct  deficiencies,  all  violations  will  have  been  noted  by  the 
various  inspection  departments  and  the  owner  will  be  required  to 
furnish  a  completely  standard  building.  The  first  phase  of  the 
program  involves  notification  by  the  form.  Next  a  campaign  will 
be  carried  out  to  encourage  more  voluntary  compliance.  Strict 
enforcement  measures  will  be  taken  if  owners  do  not  comply.  All 
structures  are  expected  to  be  ^brought  into  compliance  by  1966.  Of 
the  existing  16,000  buildings  requiring  a  Permit  of  Occupancy, 
approximately  1;,000  are  without  them.  As  of  June  30,  1962,  forms 
had  been  sent  to  2ii71  owners.  Voluntary  compliance  had  already 
begun  in  over  200  of  these  in  the  few  months  since  the  first 
forms  were  sent.   The  goal  for  the  coming  year  is  to  correct  600 
to  1,000  o:  these  structures.  The  printed  form  to  be  utilized  in 
this  pro,  "      developed  to  minimize  the  amount  of  time  needed 
for  preparation.   It  contains  a  series  of  printed  predetermined 
'violations,  those  which  arc,  invariably  found  in  non-conforming 
buildings.  This  new  procedure  also  provides  for  the  distribution 
of  copies  of  the  "Check  List  Notice"  to  all  interested  City 
Departments,  This  arrangement  was  made  to  assure  the  property 
holder  that  upon  application  for  rehabilitation  permits  the 
requirement.-  of  all  agencies  would  be  known  and  clearly  understood. 
It  is  predicted,  by   the  use  of  this  new  enforcement  tool,  that  a 
form  of  voluntary  compliance  will  occur  among  cooperative  owners, 
thus  eliminating  many  inspection  recalls  that  currently  consume 
many  man-days  per  year  of  inspection  time.   This  device  will  also 
serve  to  warn  the  prospective  purchasa."-  of  the  legal  status  of 
any  disapproved  multiple  occupancy  building. 

Administration  of  the  I960  City  Planning  Code  was  gotten  more  fully 
underway  by  the  Zoning  Division  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning, 
and  the  internal  organization  of  the  Zoning  Division  evolved  in 
terms  of  sections  corresponding  to  the  functions  carried  on  by  it: 
provision  of  zoning  information;  review  of  permit  applications; 
enforcement  action  in  violation  cases;  processing  of  public 
hearing  cases;  and  survey  of  nonconforming  uses  subject  to  termina- 
tion. Mandatory  operations  were  performed  at  closer  to  the 
minimum  levels  required  by  the  Planning  Code,  but  no  attention 
could  be  given  to  the  increasing  number  of  problems  requiring  code 
revision  study, 
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The  Fire  Department  has  not  been  able  to  commence  its  activities 
mentioned  in  the  last  Program.  This  building-by-building 
inspection  program  by  its  fire-fighting  forces  has  been  delayed 
because  of  difficulties  in  installing  two-way  radio  equipment  in 
all  vehicles.   However  the  problems  are  being  solved  and  the 
program  will  be  underway  by  March,  1963. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal  has  discussed  with  presiding  judges  of  the  Municipal  and 
Superior  Courts  the  desirability  of  establishing  special  branches 
of  these  Courts  or  assigning  particular  .judges  to  handle  building, 
housing  and  related  oases.  The  matter  is  now  being  pursued  by 
the  City  Attorney,  The  code  enforcement  departments  have  baen  asked 
to  prove  the  need,  if  it  exists,  by  compiling  enough  cases  that  have 
been  difficult  to  resolve  under  the  present  system*

AN  ESPECIALLY  INTENSIVE  PLANNED  PROGRAM  OF  CODE  ENFORCEMENT 
IDENTIFY  THEM  AND  DESCRIBE  THE  TECHNIQUES  TO  BE  USED: 


The  City  Sponsored  Conservation  Program  is  carred  out  on  a  building- 
by-building  basis  in  areas  which  are  designated  by  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of 
Planning.  Areas  \%Tere  chosen  because  they  were  showing  signs  of 
some  building  deterioration,  because  the  general  quality  of  housing 
was  good  and  well  worth  saving,  and  because  the  areas  are  receiving 
some  public  improvements,   if fort  is  made  to  provide  areas  with 
needed  public  improvements  while  they  are  undergoing  conservation 
programs.  As  the  program  progresses  more  attention  is  being  paid 
to  meeting  with  neighborhood  groups  and  working  out  comprehensive 
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plans  for  the  areas,  to  be  implemented  within  the  City's  budget 
limitations. 


The  program  has  been  extended  greatly  since  the  last  submission 
to  include  all  of  Pacific  Heights  and  Visitacion  Valley  areas  of 
the  City  and  three  new  areas  have  been  added:  Glen  Park,  West 
Slope  of  Nob  Hill,  and  Great  Highway.

During  the  past  four  months  the  value  of  alteration  permit  work  has 
averaged  $77,000  per  month.  This  is  thirteen  times  the  average  value  of 
per.T.it  work  dor.e  in  the  five  years  prior  to  designation  of  these  areas; 
ZL%  of   the  $68'/.,^08  worth  of  permit  work  was  above  code  requirements.  67$ 
of  the  buildings  inspected  have  some  deficiency  although  most  of  the 
deficiencies  are  minor.  The  estimated  cost  of  bringing  buildings  up  to 
code  requirements  is  $1^0  per  dwelling  unit  in  Pacific  Heights.   Single 
family  dwellings  in  Pacific  Heights  average  $lU7  compared  to  $60  in 
Visitacion  Valley  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  Pacific  Heights  dwell- 
ings are  older  and  larger  than  those  inspected  thus  far  in  Visitacion 
Valley.  k7%   of  the  dwellings  in  Visitacion  Valley  had  no  required  costs. 
In  illegally  converted  hotels  the  requirements  generally  cost  $ii50  due  to 
the  radical  change  in  use  that  has  occured.   (Basis  for  collecting  data 
changed  four  (U)  months  ago  to  record  value  of  permits  issued  rather  than 
value  of  permit  applications) 
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In  Pacific  Heights  private  construction  of  new  buildings  since  the  in- 
ception of  the  Conservation  Program  is  valued  at  $10,051,212  and  has 
added  h09   new  dwelling  units  to  the  district.  The  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  Company  has  placed  electrical  lines  underground  in  Sacramento 
Street  and  has  removed  overhead  wire  and  poles.  Public  improvements 
already  funded  include  street  tree  planting  in  Sacramento  Street,  a 
new  firehouse,  removal  of  unused  cable  car  tracks  and  street  resurfac- 
ing in  Jackson  Street,  and  park  improvements.  Proposed  improvements 
include  further  street  tree  planing  and  library  rehabilitation.  Costs 
of  these  public  improvements  while  the  conservation  program  is  in 
effect  are  expected  to  total  $762,000. 

Ill  and  adjoining  the  Visitacion  Valley  Conservation  District  funded 
improvements  include  a  new  high  school,  further  development  of  John 
McLaren  Park,  a  Mansell  Street  parkway,  various  street  construction 
and  lighting  projects,  and  rehabilitation  of  a  reservoir.  Proposed 
improvements  include  a  new  park  reservoir  and  possible  landscaping 
of  lots  owned  by  the  Water  Department.  Costs  of  these  improvements 
during  the  Visitacion  Valley  Conservation  Program  are  expected  to 
total  at  least  $7,517,600. 

A  special  representative  of  SPUR,  who  is  familiar  with  code  enforce- 
ment procedures,  conducted  field  investigations  of  the  San  Francisco 
housing  inspection  programs  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Public  Works.  His  report  was  highly  complimentary  to  the  ability  and 
community  relations  skills  of  the  field  personnel  and  to  the  effective- 
ness of  programs,  especially  the  conservation  program.  He  also 
pointed  out  the  need  to  reorganize  the  system  to  eliminate  duplication 
of  effort  and  to  provide  adequate  clerical  support  for  the  various 
programs.

F.   PROGRESS  MADE  AND  PLANNED  TO  IMPROVE  (l)  ADMINISTRATIVE 

PROCEDURES  AND  (2)  RECORD  KEEPING  ON  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS. 

The  City's  application  for  a  Community  Renewal  Program  includes  a 
major  study  of  renewal  administration.  The  Inter-Agency  Committee 
on  Urban  Renewal  and  its  subcommittees  (Executive,  Program,  Code, 
Parking,  Relocation)  continue  to  refine  procedures  and  advise  on 
planned  actions  within  the  existing  administrative  system.  The 
Inter-Agency  Committee  will  also  work  with  the  consultants  on  the 
Community  Renewal  Program. 

Record  keeping  devices  have  also  been  improved.  Reports  and 
minutes  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal  and  its 
subcommittees  record  actions  and  recommendations.  Actions  concerning 
individual  properties  are  recorded  in  case  files,  violation  notices, 
and  the  new  check-lists  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  Referral 
forms  have  been  developed  for  use  between  enforcement  departments  and 
for  other  city  field  persjnnel  who  will  be  spotting  basic  housing 
deficiencies.  The  City  is  installing  an  electronic  data  processing 
system  for  some  of  its  functions  and  will  study  its  adaptability  for 
use  in  property  record  systems. 

Creation  of  a  central  property  file  within  a  new  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Inspection  has  been  recommended  by  the  Build 
America  Better  Committee  of  the  National  Association  of  Real  Estate 
Boards.  The  specific  methods  for  achieving  this  centralization  will 
be  explored  in  the  Community  Renewal  Program.

The  capital 
improvements  program  covers  the  five  year  period  1962-63  through 
1967-68;  the  latest  fiscal  year  covered  by  the  annual  budget  part  of 
the  program  is  1962-63.

All  budgets  were  increased  due  to  increases  in  pay  schedules.  The 
Department  of  City  Planning  has  received  one  new  employment  in  the 
latest  budget  and  the  equivalent  of  an  additional  one-half  position. 
Also  one  clerical  position  was  changed  to  a  technical  position.  The 
Department  of  Public  Health  received  one  new  inspector  position. 
(Sections  II-l  and  IV-B). 

An  application  has  been  made  for  a  Community  Renewal  Program  budgeted 
at  $1,019,651  of  which  the  local  share  is  $356, h06  in  non-cash 
contributions • 

The  City  Planning  Commission  has  received  a  supplemental  appropria- 
tion of  $25,000  for  consultant  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  a 
Downtown  Plan,  and  work  by  the  consultant  and  department  staff  is 
now  underway. 

E.  IF  ONE  OR  MORE  FEDERALLY-ASSISTED  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECTS  ARE  CONTEM- 
PLATED, WHhT  TENTATIVE  PLANS,  IF  ANY,  HAVE  BEEN  MADE  TO  PROVIDE  THE 
COMMUNITY'S  SHARE  OF  PROJECT  COSTS?: 

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  estimated  expenditures  for  San 
Francisco's  three  current  redevelopment  projects  and  for  two  contem- 
plated projects.  Table  indicates:  a)  the  City's  minimum  share  of 
project  costs  and  b)  the  cash  and  non-cash  grants-in-aid  available. 

All  City  funds  for  approved  projects  (Diamond  Heights,  Western 
Addition,  UR  Calif.  2-2  and  Embarcadero-Lower  Market)  have  been 
appropriated.  However,  in  regard  to  school  funds,  in  lieu  of  an 
appropriation,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  has  secured  resolutions  from 
the  School  Board  of  intent  to  buy  land  and  build  schools  when  other 
development  has  proceeded  to  the  point  where  they  are  needed. 

Estimates  of  expenditures  in  the  proposed  projects  (Western  Addition 
Extension  and  South  of  Market)  were  made  in  a  conservative  manner. 
Appropriations  for  the  City's  share  will  be  made  at  such  time  as 
redevelopment  plans  for  the  areas  are  adopted  by  the  City.  Planning 
funds  for  the  Western  Addition  Extension  were  received  in  October 
1961  and  Planning  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1962. 
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A  Federal  Planning  Advance  Contract  for  the  South  of  Market  Project 
was  offered  but  not  yet  processed  by  June  30,  1962. 

An  appropriation  of  $10,773  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  finance  the  preparation  of  an  application  to  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Agency  for  a  survey  and  planning  advance  for  the  replacement 
of  temporary  war  housing  with  private  moderate  cost  housing.

REHOUSED,  DESCRIBE  ANY  PROBLEMS  OR  DIFFICULTIES  ENCOUNTERED 
IN  THEIR  RELOCATION: 

All  families  displaced  have  been  rehoused.  The  main  difficul- 
ties have  been  experienced  in  relation  to: 

Low  income  single  elderly  individuals  who  did  not  wish 
accomodations  in  public  housing. 

Families  who  failed  to  cooperate  with  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  by  refusing  to  accept  suitable  referrals  within 
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their  means  and  moved  into  substandard  housing  instead. 

Location  of  available  vacancies  for  non-white  families. 

Families  with  incomes  above  the  limits  for  admittance 
to  low-rent  public  housing  but  too  low  to  compete  in  the 
private  housing  market. 

Location  of  available  vacancies  for  large  families. 

The  following  steps  are  being  taken  to  cope  with  the  above- 
mentioned  problems » 

Close  liaison  has  been  established  between  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  social  planning  machinery  of 
the  city  through  the  Social  Planning  Committee  of  the  United 
Community  Fund  and  the  Western  Addition  District  Council 
which  serves  as  the  coordinating  body  for  health,  welfare, 
and  recreation  agencies  serving  the  Western  Addition  community. 
Through  these  channels  plans  are  under  way  for  the  development 
of  a  program  to  assist  with  the  individual  health  and  welfare 
problems  of  families  who  will  be  affected  by  the  Western 
Addition  A-2  Project.  In  order  to  develop  such  a  program 
properly,  new  staff  has  recently  been  added  to  the  Redevelopment 
Agency. 

The  first  phase  of  this  program  is  a  home  economics  course  to 
be  given  by  staff  of  the  Adult  Education  Division  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District.  The  course  will  be 
coordinated  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  with  the  help  of  the 
Western  Addition  District  Council.  A  pilot  program  will  be 
held  in  Fall  1962. 

As  soon  as  the  Housing  Act  of  1961  was  signed  by  the  President, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  requested  and  received  the  endorsement 
of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  for  development  of  a 
plan  for  offering  a  portion  of  the  Diamond  Heights  project  area 
for  construction  of  moderate-priced  private  housing  by  making 
use  of  some  of  the  tools  available  through  the  new  Federal,  as 
well  as  California  State,  legislation. 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  proposes  also  to  make  use  of  the  new 
tools  available  for  development  of  moderate -priced  housing  in 
the  Western  Addition  A-2  Project  for  construction  of  new  hous- 
ing as  well  as  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing.   To  best 
implement  this  development  the  Agency  has  sponsored  a  series  of 
explanatory  lectures  on  the  sponsorship  and  development  of 
moderate -priced  private  housing,  to  which  representatives  of 
many  varied  interests  were  invited.  In  addition,  Agency  staff 
has  sought  to  stimulate  interest  in  such  housing  by  potential 
non-profit  sponsors. 

In  order  to  do  the  best  job  possible  on  the  location  of 
existing  vacancies,  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  in  conjunction 
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with  the  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board,  is  experimenting 
with  a  Finders'  Fee  Program.  Under  this  program  a  finders' 
fee  of  $f>0.  will  be  paid  an  agent,  owner  or  landlord,  whose 
standard  rental  unit  is  taken  by  a  relocated  family. 

The  City  sponsored  Conservation  Program  is  proving  that,  in 
areas  which  are  not  too  seriously  deteriorated^  standard 
housing  can  often  be  provided  in  existing  buildings  without 
raising  rents  or  costs  substantially. 

Reports  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning,  the  Housing 
Authority,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  have  recommended 
replacement  of  temporary  war  housing  sites  with  redevelop- 
ment programs  which  would  include  substantial  amounts  of 
moderate-priced  private  housing.  A  proposal  to  this  effect 
has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Renewal  Association 
is  exploring  the  possibilities  of  forming  a  non-profit 
foundation  to  build  and  rehabilitate  moderate-priced  private 
housing. 

Several  factors  should  serve  to  increase  the  availability 
of  housing  for  non-white  families,  such  as: 

A  fair  housing  bill  is  now  under  consideration  by  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  which  would  serve  as 
a  legal  deterrent  to  landlords  who  presently  discriminate 
on  the  basis  of  race  or  religion.  State  laws  are  already 
in  effect  which  apply  to  many  properties. 

The  new  construction  which  is  under  way  and  planned  in  all 
redevelopment  project  areas  is  being  made  available  on  a 
non-discriminatory  basis. 

Citizen  groups  have  also  begun  action  in  campaigning  for 
equal  housing  opportunities.

All  new  construction  included  in  the  above  section  is  housing  to 
be  built  in  redevelopment  projects.  The  housing  to  be  constructed 
in  redevelopment  projects  is  well  assured  because  much  of  the  land 
has  already  been  purchased  by  developers  and  in  some  cases  con- 
struction begun. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  lecture  series  given  by  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  to  stimulate  interest  in  moderate - 
priced  private  housing,  Section  221  and  other  devices  for  obtain- 
ing new  and  rehabilitated  housing  at  lower  costs  and  rents  is 
being  actively  explored  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  by  the 
Finance  Committee  of  SPUR.  This  committee  is  made  up  of  the 
directors  and  top  executives  of  many  of  the  banks,  savings  and 
loan  associations,  mortgage  companies,  and  local  and  Federal 
offices  in  San  Francisco. 

The  low-rent  public  housing  supply  is  now  being  increased.  One 
hundred  and  ninety-four  units  at  Ping  Yuen  and  211  units  at 
Yerba  Buena  Annex  have  been  completed  and  rented  over  the  past 
year.  Another  258  units  at  Alice  Griffith  Homes  have  been 
completed  and  are  now  being  rented.  By  December  19&2,  96  more 
units  will  be  completed  at  Alice  Griffith  Homes  and  320  units 
will  be  completed  at  Hayes  Valley.  Present  plans  also  call  for 
an  additional  84  units  at  Alice  Griffith  Homes  by  April  1964. 
If  present  proposals  are  accomplished,  91  units  for  the  elderly 
will  be  ready  in  19^4,  and  an  additional  23O  units  will  be 
completed  soon  thereafter.  The  Housing  Authority  has  approved 
a  program  of  development  of  163  units  on  a  scattered  site  basis. 
Such  a  program  may  be  combined  with  the  planned  Area  2 
redevelopment  project. 

A  plan  is  also  being  developed  by  the  Housing  Authority  and  other 
city  agencies  to  phase -out  2,727  units  of  temporary  war  housing 
by  the  fall  of  1970  in  compliance  with  provisions  of  the  present 
State  law.  However,  due  to  the  possible  coordination  with  a 
redevelopment  project,  the  original  demolition  schedule  has  been 
temporarily  suspended  by  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority.

BY  WHAT  TIME  WILL  IT  BE  PREPARED  AND  PUT  INTO  EFFECT? : 

The  Western  Addition  Area  2  redevelopment  project  will  have  the  larg- 
est displacement  of  families  in  San  Francisco  over  the  next  four 
year  period. 

During  the  planning  stage  for  Area  2,  a  preliminary  rehousing  pro- 
gram has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Federal  Government  and 
to  the  community.  For  this  program  the  Western  Real  Estate  Research 
Corporation  prepared  an  analysis  of  city-wide  housing  resources  in 
San  Francisco.  The  final  relocation  plan  for  Area  2  will  be  develop- 
ed by  Fall  1962.  The  proposed  Community  Renewal  Program  will  provide 
the  major  long-range  plan  for  city-wide  relocation. 

E.  SIGNIFICANT  CHANGES  THAT  HAVE  OCCURRED  SINCE  THE  LAST  SUBMISSION 
IN  THE  COMMUNITY'S  ABILITY  TO  PROVIDE  HOUSING  FOR  DISPLACED

Of  the  measures  introduced  or  endorsed  by  the  San  Francisco  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  during  the  1961  sessions  of  the  California  State  Legis- 
lature designed  to  stimulate  development  of  moderate -priced  private 
housing  in  the  State  of  California ,  the  following  were  passed: 

Permission  for  a  redevelopment  agency,  in  order  to  facilitate 
relocation  of  families,  to  utilize  all  of  the  aids  made  avail- 
able through  Federal  renewal,  redevelopment  and  housing  legis- 
lation. 

Deletion  of  the  provision  of  the  California  Redevelopment  Law 
prohibiting  an  agency  from  rehabilitating  structures. 

Authority  of  a  redevelopment  agency  to  acquire  properties  in 
the  planning  stage  of  a  project  (for  the  purpose  of  providing 
moderate -priced  housing ) . 

The  following  steps  were  taken  to  facilitate  the  development  of 
additional  low-rent  public  housing: 

A  bill  was  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  to  delete  the 
former  provision  of  the  State  Law  which  prohibited  the 
construction  of  low-rent  public  housing  within  an  urban 
renewal  project  area. 
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The  local  Housing  Authority  is  formulating  a  pilot 
program  of  scattered  public  housing  sites  which  should 
increase  the  opportunity  of  housing  low  income  families. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  have  announced  as  one  of  the  City's  official  goals 
the  development  of  a  well-balanced  housing  supply  for  all  families 
of  the  City  and  has  requested  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  create 
and  exploit  all  reasonable  and  effective  measures  to  accomplish 
this  result.  Pursuant  to  this  objective,  immediately  following 
approval  of  the  I96I  National  Housing  Act  which  provides  legisla- 
tive tools  for  creation  of  moderate -priced  private  housing,  the 
San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  requested  that  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  endorse  a  land  disposition  policy  for  the 
Diamond  Heights  Project  area  which  would  make  available  a  portion 
of  land  not  yet  sold  in  that  Project  for  privately-owned,  moderate- 
priced  housing.   This  endorsement  was  made,  and  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  is  currently  marketing  four  sites  for  such  housing  on 
Diamond  Heights. 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  has  been  successful  in  negotiating  the 
sale  of  some  of  the  land  in  the  Western  Addition  A-l  Project  Area 
to  a  developer  who  is  planning  good  quality,  moderate -priced 
cooperative  units  within  the  range  of  a  number  of  displaced 
families,  including  minority  group  families. 

In  addition,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  is  programming  1^00  units 
of  moderate -priced  private  housing  (employing  Section  221  (d)(3) 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961)  and  800  units  of  moderate -priced 
senior  citizen  housing  for  Western  Addition  Area  2.   If  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  this  project  is  scheduled  to  begin 
in  mid -1963. 

PROGRESS  MADE,  OR  PLANNED,  IN  ESTABLISHING  WORKING  RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN  OFFICIALS  RESPONSIBLE  FOR  THIS  PHASE  OF  THE  PROGRAM  FOR 
COMMUNITY  IMPROVEMENT  AND  THOSE  OF  ALL  GOVERNMENTAL  PROGRAMS 
LIKELY  TO  CAUSE  FAMILY  DISPLACEMENT—BOTH  IN  HELPING  PLAN  RELOCA- 
TION NEEDS  AND  RESOURCES  AND  IN  HELPING  DISPLACED  FAMILIES 
RELOCATE  IN  THE  HOUSING  AVAILABLE. OR  TO  BE  MADE  AVAILABLE. 

Between  July  1,  1961  and  July  1,  1962,  40  families  and  38  single 
individuals  displaced  by  code  enforcement  activities  actually 
utilized  the  services  of  the  Central  Family  Relocation  Service  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency.  All  such  families  and  individuals  are 
informed  that  the  service  is  available  to  them.  All  families  and 
individuals  were  given  referrals  to  public  housing  or  suitable 
private  housing  depending  on  their  incomes. 
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Procedures  used  by  the  various  City  departments  in  making  referrals 
of  families  to  the  Central  Relocation  Service  are  in  the  process  of 
review  by  a  Relocation  Subcommittee  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee 
on  Urban  Renewal.  This  Subcommittee  has  been  recently  appointed  by 
the  Urban  Renewal  Coordinator.  Present  procedures  are  as  follows: 

The  inspectors  in  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Public  Works 
send  form  letters  which  inform  owners  and  tenants  of  the  Central 
Family  Relocation  Service.  An  owner  is  informed  as  soon  as  the 
inspector  determines  that  a  substandard  unit  is  likely  to 
require  removal  rather  than  rehabilitation.  The  owner  is  asked 
to  inform  any  tenant  who  will  be  displaced  of  the  service  avail- 
able* Tenants  are  informed  directly  by  the  enforcing  agency 
when  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  unit  will  be  removed  and  there 
is  no  other  unit  available  to  them  within  the  structure.   Both 
owners  and  tenants  are  informed  of  their  eligibility  to  receive 
"FHA  221"  and  other  financing  for  home  rehabilitation,  construc- 
tion or  purchase. 


The  original  referral  letter  provided  to  the  displaced  residents 
by  the  displacing  department  has  been  revised  to  clarify  the 
reference  to  the  eligibility  of  Section  221,  Mortgage  Insurance. 

The  clarification  mentioned  plus  a  reduction  of  the  number  of 
copies  of  the  referral  letters  to  be  distributed  to  various 
departments  has  served  to  assure  better  cooperation  of  individual 
employees  responsible  for  initiating  these  referrals. 

The  health  inspectors  and  the  urban  renewal  personnel  are  now 
making  referrals  of  vacancies  found  during  the  course  of  their 
field  work  to  the  Central  Relocation  Service  for  follow-up  and 
use  as  a  possible  resource  for  dislocated  families* 

The  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  reports  that  families  who  must 
move  out  of  low-income  public  housing  because  their  income  has 
surpassed  the  eligible  maximum  do  not,  as  a  rule,  experience 
trouble  in  finding  other  suitable  housing.  If  they  so  desire  they 
are  given  priority  to  fill  facancies  in  Relinquished  War  Housing 
which  is  also  controlled  by  the  Housing  Authority  but  is  not 
restricted  by  the  same  eligibility  standards  as  to  maximum  income. 
If  these  families  are  planning  to  move  to  private  quarters,  they 
are  given  time — up  to  a  maximum  of  six  months — to  find  housing* 
Such  families  have  the  same  priority  as  others  displaced  by  public 
action  to  purchase  or  rent  FHA  Section  221  private  relocation 
housing.  In  the  coming  year,  methods  will  be  devised  and  introduced 
to  inform  these  families  about  the  private  relocation  housing  for 
which  they  are  eligible  and  to  provide  them  with  lists  of  available 
private  housing  which  have  been  compiled  by  the  Central  Family 
Relocation  Service  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency*

A.  OFFICIAL  RESPONSIBLE  FOP  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  CITIZEN  PARTICIPATION  IN 
THE  PROGRAM  FOP.  COMMUNITY  IMPROVEMENT: 


The  Mayor,  through  his  official  delegate,  the  Executive  Assistant  for 
Urban  Renewal  and  Redevelopment  (Urban  Renewal  Coordinator),  is  re- 
sponsible fcr  citizen  participation.  The  President  of  SPUR,  represent- 
ing the  official  citizen  group,  is  specifically  responsible  for  the 
development  of  citizen  participation  in  the  Workable  Program  For  Com- 
munity Improvement t 


B.   1.  ES  TAB  LIS  I  KENT  OF  CITIZENS  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE: 


The  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Renewal  Association  -  SPUR.  - 
was  reorganized  December  1,  1959.  SPUR  was  officially  designated 
as  the  Mayor's  advisory  committee  on  June  30,  I960  in  accordance 
with  Board  of  Supervisors  resolution  No.  15030  of  December  14, 
1954.  The  former  Citizens  Participation  Committee  was  absorbed 
into  SPUR. 


2.  FREQUENCY  OF  MEETINGS: 


SPUR's  Board  of  Directors  meets  four  times  a  year.  The  Executive 
Committee  no  less  than  once  each  .month.  The  three  major  standing 
liaison  committees  once  each  month  in  different  weeks,  and  numer- 
ous special  project  committees  upon  call  of  the  chairman.  The 
general  membership  meeting,  with  attendance  approximating  100,  is 
held  each  month  to  inform  members  and  friends  of  SPUR  on  particular 
and  pertinent  issues. 


3 .   MEMBERSHIP 


Presently  there  are  over  700  membors  of  SPUR.  There  are  55  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  20  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  (sec  SPUR,  brochure).  The  members  are  composed  of  busi- 
nessmen, civic  leaders,  residents  and  citizens  of  various  neighbor- 
hoods throughout  the  community,  professionals  and  minority  groups. 
Membership  is  open  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  join. 
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C.  1.  SUBCOMMITTEE  ON  MINORITY  GROUP  HOUSING  PROBTF.^: 


Phis  year  SPUR  has  inaugurated  a  now  committee  to  delve  deeply  into 
ninority  problems  in  the  co'umunity,  particularly  with  respect  to 
their  relationship  to  housing  and,  iiore  important,  to  the  neighbor- 
hoods. This  Sub-committee  on  Cultural,  Ethnic  and  Racial  Factors 
in  Urban  Redevelopment  is  co-chaired  by  a  doctor  and  a  Negro 
banker.  It  meets  once  a  month  with  informed  representatives  of 
the  many  different  ethnic  groups  in  the  community  -  Negro,  Fili- 
pino, Chinese,  Japanese,  Hawaiian,  Mexican  and  La tin- American. 


2.   PROGRESS  OF  SUBCOMMITTEE  IN  THE  STUDY  OF  MINORITY  GROUP  HOUSING 
PFOBLEI'S  AND  THE  MEANS  OF  ASSURING  FULL  OPPORTUNITY  IN  HOUSING 
FOR  ALL: 


The  response  to  date  of  the  above  committee  has  been  outstanding. 
As  a  first  step,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee,  upon  reach- 
ing greater  rapport,  to  apply  the  general  problems  of  minorities 
to  specific  questions  of  housing,  schools,  and  their  relationship 
to  neighborhood  stability. 


In  addition  to  the  above  committee,  SPUR  has  a  standing  Renewal 
and  Housing  Committee  which  meets  a  minimum  of  once  a  month.  While 
this  committee  has  concentrated  on  basic  housing  problems  with  re- 
spect to  rehabilitation,  it  was  through  their  efforts  that  a  city- 
wide  study  resulted  in  a  Housing  Fact  Book.  SPUR  initiated  this 
study  and  acted  as  a  catalyst,  The  following  organizations  par- 
ticipated through  consultation  and  financial  contributions  to  the 
Fact  Book:  San  Francisco  Foundation,  San  Francisco  Real  Estate 
Board,  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  Associated  Home  Build- 
ers, Inc.,  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority,  San  Francisco  Council 
of  Churches,  American  Institute  of  Architects  (Northern  California 
Chapter),  San  Francisco  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association, 
Guaranty  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  Bay  View  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Association,  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Council, 
Apartment  House  Associations  Consolidated,  Inc,  A  study  analysis 
is  now  being  made  which  will  include  analysis  of  racial  character- 
istics, changes  and  trends  in  housing  in  San  Francisco. 

One  of  the  Directors  of  SPUR  is  also  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Council  for  Civic  Unity,  a  group  which  has  been  very  active  through 
the  years  in  fighting  racial  discrimination  in  its  many  forms.  In 
the  last  couple  of  years,  the  Council  has  turned  a  major  part  of 
its  concern  toward  eliminating  discrimination  in  housing.  This 
year  several  local  attorneys  have  volunteered  their  services, 
through  tho  Council,  to  handle  cases  which  might  qualify  under 
existing  state  statutes  against  racial  discrimination  in  the  sale 
of  rental  of  housing.

All  members  of  SPUR,  are  welcome  to  serve  on  these  committees.  The 
Environmental  Planning  Committee  is  made  up  principally  of  professional 
architects  and  planners.  The  Neighborhood  Relations  Committee  is  made 
up  of  persons  of  either  professional  or  lay  experience  in  community 
organizational  work  or  social  work.  The  Real  Estate  Finance  Advisory 
Committee  is  composed  of  the  vice  presidents  and  chief  lending  offic- 
ials of  major  banks  and  savings  and  loan  associations. 


E.  CITIZEN  PARTICIPATION  PROGRAMS  CARRIED  OUT  OR  PLANNED  FOR  NEIGHBOR- 
HOODS OR  AREAS  TO  BE  DIRECTLY  AFFECTED  BY  CLEARANCE,  INTENSIVE  CODE 
ENFORCEMENT,  CONSERVATION,  ETC.: 


SPUR  has  secured  grants  totaling  ^ 16, 000  a  year  for  three  years  to  be- 
gin a  carefully  planned  and  worked  out  neighborhood  relations  program. 
An  Assistant  Director  has  been  hired  to  supervise  and  direct  this  phase 
of  SPUR's  activities.  The  urogram  will  attempt  to  make  contact  with 
the  various  neighborhoods  and  neighborhood  organizations  throughout 
the  city  and  lend  assistance  and  offer  guidance  and  direction  in  spec- 
ific planning  and  housing  problems  in  which  they  are  interested.  Con- 
versely SPUR  hopes  to  bring  back  to  the  city  officials  the  attitudes, 
ideas  and  reactions  of  the  various  individuals  and  organizations 
throughout  the  city. 

The  Western  Addition  District  Council  of  the  United  Community  Fund, 
working  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  other  public  bodies,  has  set 
up  a  Redevelopment  Committee  to  inform  its  member  organizations  about 
the  redevelopment  program,  to  convey  district  ideas  and  concerns  to  the 
Redevelopment  Agency,  and  to  work  toward  the  solution  of  many  social 
problems  that  will  accompany  the  forthcoming  Western  Addition  Area-2 
Redevelopment  Program, 

A  Subcommittee  on  South-of -Market  has  been  set  up  by  the  Urban  Devel- 
opment Committee  of  the  Social  Planning  Department  of  the  United  Com- 
munity Fund  to  explore  the  problems  and  recommend  solutions  pertaining 
to  relocation  needs  of  families  and  individuals  in  this  forthcoming 
redevelopment  area. 

A  subcommittee  of  the  City's  Inter  Agency  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal 
has  been  organized  to  explore  the  needs  and  work  with  neighborhood 
groups  in  the  newly  designated  Conservation  Areas.  SPUR  and  the 
United  Community  Fund  are  also  being  asked  to  participate. 
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F.  BRIEF  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  CHANCES  THAT  HAVE  TAKEN  PLACE  SINCE  THE 
LAST  SUBMISSION  IN  THE  EXTENT  OF  CITIZEN  SUPPORT  AND  PARTICIPATION  IN 
THE  COMMUNITY  IMPROVEMENT  EFFORT  INCLUDING  SIGNIFICANT  ACTIVITIES  OF 
BUSINESS,  PROFESSIONAL  .AND  CIVIC  GROUPS  AND  OF  THE  PRESS,  RADIO  AND 
TELEVISION.  NEW  GOALS  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR: 


In  the  last  year  community  improvement  activities  have  provided  a  focus 
for  a  growing  number  of  groups  of  various  kinds.  The  next  year  prom- 
ises an  even  accelerated  growth  in  this  community  awareness. 

KQED,  the  local  educational  television  station,  and  SPUR  are  currently 
producing  a  thirteen  program  television  series  on  the  subject  of  San 
Francisco's  development;  as  of  September,  1962.  Further  efforts  of 
this  kind  are  anticipated  during  the  coming  year. 

All  of  the  local  newspapers  have  provided  a  great  deal  of  news  cover- 
age and  editorial  support  to  community  improvement  activities. 

The  United  Community  Fund,  through  its  Social  Planning  Department,  has 
taken  a  number  of  steps  to  implement  its  commitment  of  involvement  in 
physical  planning  and  urban  renewal  programs  as  they  affect  the  social 
well-being  of  the  city.  Their  Committee  on  Urban  Development  held  a 
conference  of  social  agencies  which  are,  or  should  be,  concerned  with 
social  aspects  of  urban  renewal,  and  followed  it  up  with  a  question- 
naire regarding  social  agencies'  involvement  in  urban  renewal  plan- 
ning.  In  the  coming  year  the  Community  Fund's  Committee  on  Urban 
Development  will  publish  a  handbook  designed  to  serve  as  a  guide  to 
the  multiple  urban  development  activities  in  the  community  and  their 
implications  for  social  agencies  and  social  planning.  The  Committee 
will  also  cooperate  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  coordinating  the 
work  and  planning  of  social  agencies  serving  the  proposed  South  of 
Market  Redevelopment  area  D-l. 

The  Golden  Gate  Neighborhood  Centers  Association  has  begun  a  Community 
Development  Program,  made  up  of  seven  member  organizations  in  San  Fran- 
cisco which  include:   Potrero  Hill,  Canon  Kip,  Booker  T.  Washington, 
Mission  Neighborhood  Centers,  Telegraph  Hill,  Community  Music  Center, 
and  Visits c  ion  Valley.  A  major  program  of  the  Association  is  engaged 
in  expending  community  development  services  to  neighborhoods  in  San 
Francisco  which  nov;  do  not  have  such  facilities.  Currently  a  staff 
worker  is  active  in  the  Upper  Noe  Valley  and  Haight-Ashbury  Districts. 
Plans  call  for  expansion  of  this  work  as  soon  as  additional  resources 
are  available  to  the  new  Ingles ide  District  and  possibly  other  neigh- 
borhoods. The  work  is  carried  on  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  is  operationally  directed  by  one  of  the  member  houses  under 
contract  by  the  Association. 

A  Greater  Mission  Area  Citizens'  Council  has  been  formed;  made  up  of 
200  individuals  who  reside  or  are  employed  in  one  of  the  neighborhoods 
in  the  Greater  Mission  District,  The  Council  was  organized  in  the 
Spring  of  1962  after  two  years  of  preliminary  meetings  in  the  Mission 
Area.  Members  of  the  Council  include  representatives  from  all  the 
leading  business,  social,  civic,  fraternal,  religious,  political,  labor, 
and  government  groups  interested  and  active  in  the  area.  The  Council's 
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work  is  organized  into  five  main  fields  as  expressed  in  the  committees 
which  are  actively  engaged  in  study  and  action  programs  in  their 
respective  fields  of  interest.  These  are:  Housing  and  Planning 
Committee,  Public  Safety  Committee,  Transportation  Committee,  and 
Development  Committee.  The  Policy  Board  of  the  Council  is  composed 
of  22  members  who  are  committee  chairmen,  officers,  and  members  at 
large.  The  Council  enjoys  the  staff  services  of  the  Director  of  the 
Neighborhood  Development  Center  of  the  Mission  Neighborhood  Centers, 
Inc.  The  Council  has  members  from  the  following  neighborhoods:  East 
Mission,  West  Mission,  16th  Street,  Dolores  Valley,  Bernal  Heights, 
Dolores  Heights,  Upper  Noe  Valley,  Potrero  Hill,  Bayview,Silver 
Terrace,  Visitacion  Valley,  Diamond  Heights,  Excelsior  District,  and 
St.  Mary's  Park. 

Further  proof  of  the  increasing  awareness  in  the  community  of  the 
benefits  which  are  obtainable  from  urban  renewal  is  evident  in 
the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  San  Francisco  Civic  Committee 
for  the  Mission  District  Redevelopment  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  a  study  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  which  would  lead  to  a  program  to  rehabilitate  and  revitalize 
this  area. 

The  San  Francisco  Program  for  the  Aging  of  the  United  Community  Fund 
conducted  a  conference  to  bring  information  to  church  groups  and 
others  who  have  shown  interest  in  producing  housing  for  the  aging. 

The  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board  sponsored  an  investigation  and 
report  on  the  urban  renewal  process,  conducted  by  a  team  of  experts 
on  the  Build  America  Better  Committee  of  the  National  Association 
of  Real  Estate  Boards. 

The  Arguello  Park  Community,  an  incorporated  civic  organization,  has 
worked  with  SPUR  and  City  agencies  to  provide  a  small  park  for  their 
area,  at  their  own  expense.  It  has  also  successfully  encouraged 
street-tree  planting  programs  among  property  owners  in  the  Inner- 
Richmond  district.  The  organization  has  requested,  and  will  receive, 
assistance  from  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  in  analyzing  the  problems  of  the  area  and  planning  their 
solutions. 

A  North  Beach-Chinatown  improvement  effort  is  being  explored  by 
neighborhood  groups  in  collaboration  with  SPUR  and  City  agencies. 
This  effort  will  concentrate  on  plans  for  specific  improvements 
during  the  coming  year. 

On  Union  Street,  between  Steiner  and  Gough  Streets,  a  number  of 
business  firms,  especially  interior  designers,  have  instituted  an 
effort  which  is  sprucing  up  a  once  deteriorating  commercial  street. 
This  has  been  and  is  being  done  almost  spontaneously  and  completely 
without  government  prodding  or  aid. 

The  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Renewal  Association  (SPUR) 
is  viewing  as  an  influence  for  better  planning  development,  and 
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renewal  of  San  Francisco.  Several  hundred  persons  attended 
SPUR's  annual  day-long  conference  on  "The  Face  of  the  City"  in 
January  1962,  National  and  international  experts  discussed 
problems  related  to  urban  design  and  its  implementation.  The 
January  1963  conference  will  be  entitled  "San  Francisco  and  Its 
Neighborhoods".  "The  Housing  Fact  Book"  produced  by  SPUR  is  a 
most  important  compilation  of  facts  regarding  San  Francisco's 
housing  supply. 

SPUR  is  working  with  merchants  and  property  owners  on  Market  Street 
to  organize  an  active  group  which  intends  to  sponsor  a  plan  and 
execute  a  much  needed  improvement  project  for  this  major  street. 
Plans  will  be  formulated  during  the  coming  Year. 

The  forthcoming  Community  Renewal  Program  will  explore^  with  local 
experts  in  community  organization,  the  impact  of  various  types  of 
improvement  programs  of  neighborhoods.
